WASHINGTON, 
NOV. 30. — Secretary 
Whitney presented his annual report to 
the president. 
After giving a brief re- 
view of the condition of the navy as it 
will exist on the 4th day of March, 
1889, in comparison with the same as it 
existed on the 4th day of March, 1865, 
and furnishing a list of armed vessels 
heretofore authorizad by congress, the 
secretary says: "So far as armored ships 
are concerned the subject is yet to be 
treated in a broad way by the depart- 
ment and by congress. 


At the present time the conditions are 
such that everything necessary to a first- 
class fighting ship can be produced and 
furnished to the department in this 
country as soon as in the course of con- 
struction any element or feature is re- 
quired, but ^his has never heretofore 
been true, and therefore, the considera- 
tion of the project has been neccessarily 
postponed by the department until the 
present time.

purple and red can be obtained. The 
fruit of the elder will also produce a 
line color when treated with alum. 
The privet, boiled in a solution of salt, 
fomiBhes a serviceable color, and the 
over-ripe berries yield red. 
The seeds 
of the common burning bush, when 
treated with sal ammoniac, produce a 
beautifnl purple red. 
The bark of the 
oturant bush treated with a solution of 
alnm produces a brown. 
Yellow is ob- 
tained from the bark of an apple tree, 
the box, the ash, the buckthorn, pop- 
lar, elm, etc., when boiled in water and 
treated with alum.
